BENCH REST 


Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about the 
sport of Bench Rest Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 1. Obtain 
an Official Rule Book from NBRSA 
Headquarters, Mrs. Bernice E. Mc- 
Mullen, 607 West Line St., Minerva, 
Ohio 44657. 2. At the same time, 
send her $8.00 for one year’s mem- 
bership. Anyone will save money by 
doing this, if he attends more than 
three registered matches a year. 
3. From this Rule Book, a shooter 
will be able to choose the class of 
Bench Rest Shooting he prefers. 
4. Pages two, three and eighteen de- 
scribe the rifles and their limitations. 


The act of Bench Rest Shooting 
consists of sitting at a bench with 
a rifle resting on sand bags. The ob- 
ject of this position is to eliminate, 
as much as possible, the errors en- 
countered in the process of holding 
and firing a rifle. Bench Rest Shoot- 
ing is a sport, competitive or indi- 
vidual. The personal satisfaction 
gained in the ability to place one 
bullet on top of another, thus mak- 
ing a one hole group at 100 Yards 
and often at 200 Yards, has capti- 
vated an enthusiastic interest of many 
shooters for this kind of sport. It is 
particularly suited to both men and 
women who are not interested in 
indulging in the more vigorous or 
active sports. Therefore many Bench 
Rest Shooters are of the older set. 


This does not mean, however, that it 
does not present a challenge to the 
younger shooter; it will engage and 
tax his capabilities as well. 

The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated by the 
organization of The National Bench 
Rest Shooters Association in the years 
1949 and 1950. At that time a com- 
petitive program was introduced and 
has since been expanded. 

Once an individual has selected the 
most appealing Bench Rest Class, it is 
very important that he attends some 
of the Matches. Here he will learn 
much by asking questions, observing 
the equipment and methods used for 
loading and shooting. Any Bench 
Rest Shooter is more than anxious to 
help a newcomer. 

The equipment needed to partici- 
pate is available, for the most part, 
from PRECISION SHOOTING adver- 
tisers. It includes rifles, telescopes, 
rests, sand bags, loading tools, bullets, 
cleaning materials, powder, primers, 
ete. 

Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before mak- 
ing purchases.

The Rifleman’s Corner

US: OLY MPIC 
SHOOTING TEAM 
TRAINING 


This is being written just after we 
arrived in Mexico City. Our 1968 
Olympic team flew here from Denver 
where we were given our uniforms, 
physicals, and final processing. Prior 
to that the shooting team trained in 
Santa Fe, New Mexico, from the 14th 
to the 30th of September. This month 
I thought it might be interesting for 
you to see how this year’s shooting 
team has trained, both as a team and 
individually. 

Our high altitude training in Santa 
Fe took place every day except Sun- 
day. Rifle and pistol training was 


at a range on the New Mexico State 
Prison grounds. Prison inmates 
worked as target pullers for 300- 
meter shooting. Except for John 
Writer, who will shoot only 50 meters 
in the Olympics, the rifle shooters 
fired two days a week at 300 meters 
and the other days at 50 meters. 
Record scores were fired once a week 
at 300 meters (120 shots) and once at 
50 meters firing 60 shots prone, 40 
kneeling, and 40 standing. Pistol 
shooters shot at least one 60-shot 
course each day with four record 
scores each week. Skeet and trap 
shooters fired 100 birds a day. 

The best way to describe individual 
training is to discuss each team mem- 
ber’s training. Our Olympic train- 
ing can generally be divided into 
three periods: preliminary training 
leading up to the tryouts and extend- 
ing from September 1967 to June 1968, 
individual Olympic team member 
training after the tryouts in July,

and finally, team training at the high 
altitude site. 

Arnold Vitarbo, free pistol, is a 
member of the USAF Pistol Team. 
During the first training period he 
fired free pistol about two days a 
week as part of the USAF team’s 
regular training program. Most of 
the matches he shot were American 
style three-gun matches. About six 
weeks before the tryouts he stopped 
all three-gun shooting to concentrate 
on International shooting. It is inter- 
esting to note that Vitarbo is one of 
our few pistol shooters who has pur- 
posely chosen to concentrate on In- 
ternational shooting at the expense 
of his three-gun shooting. 

Don Hamilton, free pistol, is a U.S. 
Navy aircraft mechanic. During the 
initial training period Hamilton did 
not receive any time off from his job 
for practice. He did manage to set 
up a free pistol target on the range 
at Andrews Air Force Base, where 
he works, and on days when there 
were not too many interruptions he 
fired about 30 shots with his free 
pistol during the noon hour. He was 
able to compete in several weekend 
matches but all these were three- 
gun matches. One month before the 
Olympic tryouts he went to Lackland 
Air Force Base where he shot free 
pistol every day with the Air Force 
Team. Even though Hamilton is best 
known as the National Record holder 
in the 2700 pistol aggregate, he simi- 
larly chose to put primary emphasis 
on International shooting this year. 

William McMillan, rapid-fire pistol, 
is another team member whose job 
as Executive Officer of the Weapons 
Training Battalion at Camp Pendle- 
ton, California, keeps him away from 
regular shooting practice. McMillan, 
a USMC Lt. Col., believes that rapid-

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fire pistol shooting is one game where 


a shooter can get himself in top con- 
dition in a short period of time once 
he has developed his skill and tech- 
nique. Consequently, he did not be- 
gin any shooting until three weeks 
before the tryouts and then he fired 
the 25m course daily until he de- 
parted for Texas. Between the try- 
outs and high altitude training he 
fired the rapid-fire course twice a 


week. Perhaps surprisingly, McMil- 
lan no longer does any American 


three-gun shooting. All his shooting 
in recent years has been with the 
rapid-fire pistol. 


James McNally, rapid-fire pistol, is 
a member of the U.S. Army Marks- 
manship Training Unit Pistol Team. 
McNally did not start shooting rapid- 
fire pistol this year until three weeks 
before the USA team departed for 
the European Pre-Olympic Matches. 
After he returned and before the try- 
outs, he fired mostly the silhouette 
course. Once he made the Olympic 
team he began shooting rapid-fire ex- 
clusively. He fired at least six days 
a week using about 500 rounds each 
week. 


John Writer, 50m rifle, is also a 
member of TUSAMTU. During the 
preliminary training period he spent 
about 15 to 20 hours a week in actual 
50m and 300m rifle shooting. After 
the tryouts Writer put in about the 
same amount of training. He decided 
not to go to the smallbore matches 
at Camp Perry this year so that he 
would not break his training for the 
Olympics. Since January he has fired 
21 50-meter and 300-meter matches 
including 6 in competition in Europe. 


John Foster, 50m and 300m rifle, is 
a member of TUSAMTU. His train- 
ing and match schedule is very simi- 
lar to that of John Writer except that 
he estimates his weekly training time 
was shortened to about 12 hours be- 
‘ause of administrative duties. Fos- 
ter fired in 19 International matches 
this year including the Pre-Olympic 
competitions in Europe. 


Lones Wigger Jr., 50m prone, from 
TUSAMTU was not able to begin his 
training until March when he re- 
turned from Viet Nam. His daily 
training included two to three hours 
of shooting. Wigger fired 20 Inter- 
national matches this year, but did 
not go on the European tour so that 
he could get himself back in con- 
dition after one and one-half years 
of no shooting. Wigger, who won 
the National Smallbore Position 
Championship at Camp Perry this 
year, is a good example of a shooter 
who has done all his training in In- 
ternational shooting, but who is still 


able to win in American style shoot- 
ing. 

Larry Stafford, trap, is a newcomer 
to International shooting. Until Janu- 
ary, when he joined the Army team 
at Fort Benning, he had never fired 
any International trap and he did 
not even qualify for the team that 
went to Europe in May. From Janu- 
ary to July, when the tryouts took 
place, Stafford fired about 350 birds 
a week and three International trap 
competitions. Because of the Grand 
American he fired very few Inter- 
national practice sessions after the 
tryouts and before high altitude 
training. 

Tom Garrigus, trap, is a member of 
the USAF shotgun team. His pre- 
liminary training consisted of about 
50 birds a day and six International 
trap shoots. Again the Grand Ameri- 
‘an kept his post-tryout practice 
down to three days. 

Robert Rodale, skeet, is the only 
person on the team who has had no 
military marksmanship unit shooting 
training. Rodale is a publisher from 
Allentown, Pa. Although he is an 
outstanding American-style skeet 
shooter, he stopped shooting this 
game at the end of the 1967 National 
Skeet Championships so that he could 
shoot International skeet exclusively. 
Rodale installed a set of Rossini traps 
from Italy on the Rural Sportsman’s 
Association range at nearby Trexler- 
town, Pa., so that he could train on 
the more difficult International birds. 
His pre-tryout training varied from 
100 to 200 birds a week until April 
when he stepped up his weekly shoot- 
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ing to 300 birds. Much of this train- 
ing had to take place on weekends 
because of his job. Once he made 
the team Rodale started shooting 100 
birds a day. 

Earl Herring, skeet, is a member 
of the USAF International shotgun 
team. Herring’s regular training con- 
sisted of 150-200 International birds 
a week. During the year he also shot 
3900 International birds and 3600 
American style skeet targets in com- 
petition. After making the Olympic 
team he shot 50-100 birds five days a 
week. 

Gary Anderson, 50m and 300m rifle. 
My own training schedule was de- 
veloped around my school calendar. 
During the winter I fired one or two 
gallery league matches a week. To 
round out a six day per week train- 
ing schedule I dry-fired one hour a 
day in kneeling and standing po- 
sitions. At least once a week I shot 
standing with the air rifle. After 
the European matches I trained with 
the Army International Rifle Team 
averaging about three or four hours 
of shooting six days a week. 

I hope these sketches have given 
you a personal look at how our Olym- 
pic shooters have been training. Of 
particular interest to most Americans 
is the fact that four of these twelve 
men did not come from military 
marksmanship unit teams. They came 
from essentially civilian situations 
where their shooting time had to 
come in the evenings and weekends. 
I believe these four examples show 
that it is possible for a civilian to 
develop himself to world-class levels.

300-METER 
OLYMPIC GOLD MEDAL 


Majestically, and with the finesse 
of the world power that he is, GARY 
LEE ANDERSON reaffirmed his uni- 
versal supremacy at 300 meters— 
climaxing the shooting competitions 
at the XIX Olympiad in Mexico City!! 
Never did a gold medal evoke greater 
elation and shouts of joy ... than on 
that final day, October 23. 

A triumph in free rifle — tradition- 
ally the most classic of the rifle events 
— always commands the lion’s share 
of glory and prestige.

pean shooting nations determined 
that it was time to re-evaluate! At 
Wiesbaden in the 1966 World 
Championships, instead of being de- 
throned, however, Gary Anderson 
soared to new heights, as did the 300- 
meter World Record which he set at 
1156. Again, he was crowned with 
the world titles for 300-meters and 
50-meter 3-position (smallbore). 
More than ever, he became the target 
for 1968 Olympic Games strategy. 

When he assumed his position in 
the 300-meter booth at Mexico City, 
the pressure from so many directions 
would have gotten to an ordinary 
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a

ize that Gary Anderson is in a rather 
special category — hardly an ordi- 
nary man, Not only were the world 
elite gunning for him, but the last 
hope for a U.S. gold shooting medal 
hinged on his performance. Every- 
one was confident that Andy would 
come through. Still, visualize the ex- 
crutiating pressure which he must 
surely have endured. 

He started out with one of three 
100’s in the first prone stage, lost 5 
points in the 2nd stage, had a 99, then 
100 for a 394... which did nothing 
to elicit confidence when Kornev, 
USSR, and Vogt, of Switzerland, had

398’s, equaling the World Record. 
Overgard of Norway was 3rd with 
397. European shooters place more 
emphasis on prone than Andy does, 
so it was, in reality, a warm-up for 
him. 

Winning the Kneeling — 97, 96, 99, 
97, for a 389, he gained a point ag- 
gregate-wise on Kornev and Vogt. 
Sven Johansson, Sweden, who prac- 
ticed with the U.S. team, and Laakso 
of Finland followed, scoring 386’s, as 
did John Foster. 

Frequent 180-degree switches 
punctuated the 300-meter firing—but, 
such is the nature of the wind in a 
safety range. 

Long hours of practice — both 
actual, dry-firing and holding — in 
the Standing position . .. and the 
physical conditioning which Andy 
described in October P.S. ... paid 
off in g-o-l-d. His 95, 93, 93, 93 — 
374 - Standing was unsurpassed and 
equaled only by Muller. Kornev fired 
369 for third place, increasing Ander- 
son’s overall lead by 6 points. 

It was a magnificent and decisive 
victory — breaking his own WORLD 
RECORD and OLYMPIC RECORD, 
in far from perfect conditions.

It must be conceded that Russia 
was the victor of the 1968 Olympic 
shooting events. In terms of average 


After all, sportsmanship and skill 
are what the Olympic Games are all 
about. Our congratulations to the 
winners, for competition in the Eng- 
lish Match was fierce indeed, as you 
will note below. 

Jan Kurka, of Czechoslovakia, and 
Laszlo Hammerl, of Hungary, equaled 
the 598 World Record set by W/O 
David I. Boyd, II, USMC (now in 
Vietnam), at the 1966 World Champi- 
onships... and tied at the 1967 Pan- 
Am Games by Canadian August May- 
er. It also constitutes a new Olym- 
pic Record. In 1964, Hammer] and 
Wigger became co-holders of the 
Olympic and World Records with 
597, when Hammer! was awarded the 
gold medal and Wigger, the silver. 
This time Hammerl’s position was 
reversed as Kurka had the better 
final stage.

The host country deserves the very 
highest praise for its excellent prepa- 
ration. The matches were well- 
organized and smoothly-conducted, 
and “the ranges proved to be a splen- 
did facility”, according to Gary An- 
derson. 


For Olympic spectators, the climate 
was great in the beautiful Ciudad de 
Mexico. But, for the shooters, the 
crisp breezes merely compounded 
their doping problems . particu- 
larly in the English Match. Under 
overcast skies, the absence of mirage 
made conditions extremely difficult 
to read. And, there was sufficient 
activity to easily cause a 9-ring drift 
on the 50-meter ISU target — es- 
pecially if one were unlucky enough 
to fire at the wrong time. 

“We have no excuses. We were 
outshot!”, declared Major Lones W. 
Wigger, Jr. 


The comparison of total scores is 
rather interesting, don’t you agree? 
This was New Zealand’s debut in 
International competition. 

Wigger, particularly, must have 
been disappointed — but, he and An- 
derson both depend a very great deal 
on mirage for wind-doping ...as do 
most U.S. shooters. Lacking mirage, 
they didn’t do their best shooting, 
but they shot creditably — and, we 
are proud of them... We can’t win 
them all. 

In the prone stage of the 50-meter 
3-position, English Match gold medal- 
ist Kurka joined the group unlucky 
enough to fire at the wrong time. He 
was in 47th place with a 391 
Hammer! was 10th with 396... an 
indication of the tempo of conditions. 

High altitude had been feared by 
nearly everyone, and certainly it af- 
fected performance to varying de- 
grees. The increased pressure of the 
Olympics, however, was the major 
contributing factor in holding the 
scores down — particularly affecting 
the Standing.

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a bit of behind-the-scenes contro- 
versy which threatened to eliminate 
the USA rifle team from competition 
entirely. Earlier, I remarked that 
Gary Anderson had become a “target” 
— but, some took aim before reach- 
ing the firing booths. Bogdanov of 
Russia, it is reported, exerted some 
influence with the Rifle Jury to re- 
ject most of the 10-X (leather) shoot- 
ing coats on the line. Can you guess 
whose jacket was among those re- 
jected? Of course! And, Anderson’s 
was the thinnest of the American 
jackets. So that it wouldn’t appear 
too obvious, John Foster’s jacket was 
accepted. But, a few minutes later, 
Sven Johansson, of Sweden, took the 
same jacket (Foster’s) back and the 
jury rejected it!!! 

It all started with a letter from 
Mr. Otto Horber, Vice Chairman of 
the ISU Technical Committee, stating 
that the body of the shooting jacket 
could not be over 5 mm. thick, there- 
by making the 10-X jacket illegal. To 
refresh your memory, a millimeter is 
one thousandth of a meter, or .03937 
inch; therefore, 5 mm. equals .19685 
inch — .02715 thinner than the di- 
ameter of a .22 bullet. That is really 
splitting hairs. The legality of the 
letter was challenged, however, based

on the provisions of the ISU Consti- 
tution, requiring that all technical 
rules of the shooting events be passed 
by the ISU Congress. 

How fortunate that Bill Pullem 
(Lt. Col., Ret.), from the U.S. Army 
Marksmanship Training Unit, was 
there as coach of the riflemen! Ata 
time when they needed someone to 
fight for them, Col. Pullem did not 
hesitate to register a most effective 
protest. Due to his efforts, 10-X coats 
were allowed on the line and U.S. 
shooters were permitted to compete 
as scheduled. 

When the ISU Congress did meet, a 
new jacket rule was pushed through 
without opposition even from U.S. 
delegates. Their vote for the new 
rule does not reflect the sentiment of 
U.S. International shooters! In fact, 
I may as well stick my neck out a 
little farther and observe that a lack 
of communication exists between our 
ISU delegates and our International 
shooters! 

The new rule passed by the ISU 
Congress provides that the jacket 
body cannot be more than 24% mm. 
thick. Maximum thickness at the 
places where there are pads is 6 mm. 
Such a ruling has the effect of de- 
claring the 10-X jacket and most, if 
not all, others illegal for Internation- 
al competition!!! 

Stand by for —or even join in — 
the flurry of discussion on this sub- 
ject. 

Realizing that even the most clear- 
cut issue may have several facets, I 
would like to state here that the 
High Power Rifle Committee does 
not sanction the use of the leather 
coat in NRA competition — and for 
valid reasons ... International shoot- 
ing is a different and distinct game. 
It need not and should not conflict

Quoting from the article by Sieg- 
fried Arnold, of West Germany, 
which appeared in the February 1968, 
International Shooting Sport: “In 
many talks with active shooters and 
doctors after numerous experiments 
it was unanimously ascertained that 
it is absolutely necessary to reduce 
the aiming time for each shot by at 
least 50%. If a shooter is generally 
aiming 10 - 15 seconds it will be ap- 
propriate in Mexico City to fire with- 
in 4 - 7 seconds. This applies par- 
ticularly to rifle shooting, Standing.” 
Discussing the pre-Olympic Games in 
Mexico City, “It became clear that 
many shooters would have to change 
their entire shooting rhythm.”

The only good news out of Paris 
in quite some time was produced by 
SGT. THOMAS WHITAKER, USAF, 
and M/SGT. WILLIAM E. KRILLING, 
USA MTU, whein they monopolized 
the rifle competition during the 
CISM Championships at nearby Fon- 
tainebleau. 

It was Krilling’s 5th Military Olym- 
pics, which he won at Arnheim, Hol- 
land, in 1958. At the Conseil Inter- 
national du Sport Militaire 3-position 
smallbore competition in September, 
Bill Krilling exceeded the World 
Record with a 399 Prone; his 394 


Kneeling was 3 points better than the 
Record at that time; and he finished 
up with a 368 Standing for an 1161 
Aggregate to become 50-meter 3-po- 
sition Champion over competitors 
from 13 other nations. 

Of the top four places, USA placed 
1, 2, and 4... so far ahead of the 
others that it was almost embarrass- 
ing.

Firing Model-70 sniper rifles, the 
5-member U.S. rifle contingent was 
impressive. Using 168 grain Sierra 
bullets and 39 grains of Dupont 3031 
powder, Tom Whitaker poured it on 
to win the CISM Service Rifle 
Championship with 1079. Margaret 
and SFC Raymond Campbell, USA, 
used the same loads. But, Krilling 
and SFC Charles Davis, USA, used 
Remington commercial match ammo 
as handloads would not fit in their 
rifles. 

Runner-up in the Service Rifle Ag- 
gregate was Captain Rosenquist, of 
Finland, who scored 1051, barely 
edging Bill Krilling’s 1050. Margaret 
Thompson also had 1050 for 4th place, 
and Davis was 7th with 1038. 

In the 300-meter slow-fire, it was 
Whitaker in the lead — 561; and 
Margaret, 2nd — 555; followed by 
Landro — 554; Rosenquist — 553; 
Krilling — 552. 


Campbell took the rapid-fire — 552, 
as Whitaker’s 518 was in second 
place. Scoring 498, Krilling was 5th. 


Bill Krilling was Rifle Team Cap- 
tain... and who was better quali- 
fied? He has competed in the follow- 
ing CISM Matches: 1957 - Athens, 
Greece; 1958 - Arnheim, Holland — 
where he won the Individual; 1961 -

French civic officials were con- 
spicuous by their absence ... which 
must be considered a faux pas, in 
view of the importance of the compe- 
tition. The highest ranking Army 
officer present was a Spanish gener- 
al. Russia did not compete. The 
only Iron Curtain country entered 
was Romania, and they were shoot- 
ing the old Russian Army Rifle. The 
Scandinavian countries and Holland 
were firing the Karl Gustaf (Sweden) 
Standard Army Service Rifle. The 
Belgians shot the FN Automatic Rifle.

Later, by invitation, U.S. shooters 
fired at Zeist, The Netherlands. 
Whitaker won it with 563. He again 
exceeded the 558 ISU World Service 
Rifle Record, as he did with 561 slow- 
fire in the CISM Matches — but, it 
was not officially recognized by ISU.

OF THE EASTERN REGION 


Holiday Inn, Harrisburg, Pa. 
9:30 A.M. — October 19, 1968 


Meeting was called to order by 
M. H. Walker, Director of the East- 
ern Region.

NEW NBRSA RECORD 


The NBRSA measurement com- 
mittee hereby announces a new 
world record for five shots at 200 
yards in the Sporter Rifle class. 

The 0.305” group was fired by Mr. 
James Stekl at the Eastern Regional 
Championship varmint matches spon- 
sored by the South Creek Rod and 
Gun Club, Fassett, Pa. on August 17, 
1968. It displaces Broderick’s record 
of 0.3072” fired on July 4, 1965 at 
Kansas City, Kansas. 

While we have no detailed de- 
scription of the equipment and load 


used by Mr. Stekl, it is obvious that 
his 30 caliber rig must have been in 
a finely tuned state of precision to 
effect such a neat performance. 

Mr. Stekl’s 200 yard aggregate was 
also measured by the committee 
(Messrs. Whittington, Siewert and 
Speer), but it fell a hair short of 
beating Gillman’s existing record of 
0.38722 MOA.
